Ashley Mass earning the distinction of being the Big

All=American; Victoria Henson being named an honorable
mention All=American and first=team All=Big 12
Conference pick; Jen Malcom being recognized as an
All=Big 12 Conference honorable mention selection;
Rachel Hockaday being selected as a member of the Bi
12 all=freshman squad with an I1SU freshman record 35
kills; and

WHEREAS, junior setter Kaylee Manns broke her own
school record and led the Big 12 Conference with 1,508
assists, and became the 11th player in school history
to reach 1,000 career digs; sophomore libero Ashley
Mass shattered the school record and led the Big 12
with 646 digs, and became the fastest player in school
history to reach 1,000 career digs; senior Jen Malcom
set the school record with a .343 hitting percentage;
sophomore Victoria Henson led the Big 12 with 540
kills, including 25 in NCAA Tournament wins over
Northern lowa and Minnesota; and senior defensive
specialist Amy Vos had 171 digs, including 13 in the
